BELIEVE TRIAL ANTICS TO HARM 
ANTI-SEMITIC MOVEMENT IN U.S. 


Special 

WASHINGTON,. D. C.— With 
the matter of the sanity of Edward 
James Smythe being taken care of, 
the government was ready to call 
witnesses in its case to prove 
twenty-nine defendants guilty of 
sedition. As the trial really got 
under way after the month’s delay 
in selecting a jury, it began to 
attract more and more front page 
news in the papers throughout the 
nation. 


The defendants were still trying 
to throw a smokescreen over the 
real issue, but the Jewish question 
is definitely in the trial now as 
Chief Prosecutor O. John Rogge in 
his opening statement said he 
would prove that the defendants 
conspired with officials of the Ger- 
man government and attempted to 
incite hatred of certain groups and 
classes in the United States. 


With the defendants beginning 
to attack each other, however, and 
with the antics of some of them 
beginning to indicate exactly what 
type of person is behind the at- 
tacks on the Jews, etc., it seems 
pretty clear that the Nazi scheme 
of divide and conquer by spread- 
ing hatred between groups, is go- 
ing to suffer a setback before the 
trial is over, 


Referring to Smythe, Rogge 
charged that he had written to 
Germany saying he would do his 
share. Smythe took up the chal- 
lenge and cried out, “Right.” This 
was only one of the continued in- 
terruptions which have featured 
the trial all the way through. 


One defendant, Lawrence Den- 
nis put into a petition to the court 
the charge that three of the de- 
fendants be separated from the 
trial of the other twenty-six on 


the grounds that they were of 
“unsound mind.” 

Rogge, commenting on com- 
plaints that trying so many de- 
fendants was an awkward and un- 
wieldly procedure, cried out in 
considerable heat: 

“We didn’t create this conspir- 
acy; It was there. We had to 
deal with it. Now let’s get to trial 
and see whether the Government 
is right or not!”

CLERGY SEE VALENTINE AS 8 GIRLS, 
INDUCTEE BEATEN IN THE BRONX

NEW YORK—Attacks on Jew- 


ish children and young boys and 
girls in the Bronx, and threats of 
Jewish parents that they would 
institute a vigilante patrol system 
during the next week, form the 
background of a bad situation near 
Lyons Park in the Bronx, which 
has led to a meeting with Police 
Commissioner Valentine by a com- 
mittee of Protestant clergymen 
representing more than 200 or- 
ganized ministers in the metropoli- 
tan area. The Commissioner ad- 
vised the clergymen that his police 
would be able to cope with the sit- 
uation, and according to the 
clergymen had promised more 
stringent measures against juve- 
nile delinquents threatening Jew- 
ish children. 

Eight Jewish girls were beaten 
by a group of 30 children last 
week to form the most outstand- 
ing case, but the Bronx Jewish 
community were still talking about 
the vicious attack on Nathan Rem- 
son, 18, who had to be taken to 
his induction center by car so se- 
verely was he beaten on May 3. 

Police have asked Jewish parents 
to keep their children indoors at 
night, but this ghettoization is 


being fought. “We'll patrol our- 
selves,” said Mrs. Martha Marks, 
1010 Brant. Ave. “Our children are 
not delinquents. Our children 
don’t need guidance. And we don't 
plan to keep our children confined. 
If the police won’t protect them, 
we will.” 


The Rev. W. Ellis Davies, chair- 
man of the Protestant Ministerial 
Association, who was a member of 
the committee which visited Valen- 
tine, said a complete program to 
combat the situation was being 
put into effect.

The second ses- 
sion will continue through Sep- 
tember 4. 





Deny Report Returning 


Jews to Be Pogromed

NEW YORK—The Polish Tele- 
graphic Agency, official organ of 
the Polish Government-in-Exile, 
this week made public an “author- 
ized denial” of .a report carried 
by the New York Jewish newspa- 
per “The Day,” which gave details 
of an alleged confidential docu- 
ment sent to the Polish Govern- 
ment-in-Exile' by its representa- 
tive in occupied Poland, in which 
it was recommended that Polish 
Jews not be repatriated after the 
war. 


“The Polish Government never 
received such a report from its 
delegates in Poland,” the denial 
said. “Nor did the delegate or 
any of his subordinate departments 
send such a report. This fact was 
confirmed six months ago and com- 
municated to the Polish National 
Council in London upon the ap- 
pearance of the first of such ver- 
sions concerning the contents of 
an allegedly official report from 
Poland in the sense of the particu- 
lars quoted by the Jewish Day.

LONDON — Nineteen of the 


twenty-one Jewish soldiers who 
were amnestied by Polish Presi- 
dent Raczkiewicz after being 
sentenced to imprisonment by a 
Polish court-martial for leaving 
the Polish Army because of anti- 
Semitism, this week refused to 
leave their cells unless they are 
allowed to transfer from the 
Polish forces to the British.

LONDON — Polish President 


Wladyslaw Raczkiewciz this week 
issued a decree granting an am- 
nesty to all 21 Jewish soldiers 
who were sentenced by a Polish 
court-martial to terms of impris- 
onment varying from one to two 
years on charges of leaving their 
units, because of anti-Semitism 
there, and attempting to enlist in 
the British army. 

The amnesty, however, has not 
ended the controversy around the 
anti-Semitic activities of Polish 
officers and men, it was indicated 
during a stormy debate in the 
Polish National Council. 

Discussing a motion demanding 
the immediate resignation of De- 
fense Minister Gen. Marjun Ku- 
kiel, Dr. Ignacy Schwarzburt, Jew- 
ish deputy, urged that the Coun- 
cil adopt legislation making anti- 
Semitic activity in the armed 
forces a criminal offense. Schwarz- 
bart cited several cases of anti- 
Jewish propaganda by command- 
ing officers in the Polish units in 
Britain and in the Middle East. 

When he mentioned the order- 
of-the-day reportedly issued in 
1941 by Gen. Wladyslaw Anders, 
Commander -in-Chief of Polish 
forces in the Middle East, in which 
Anders assured, the officers and 
men under him that he understood 
the motives for their anti-Semitic 
feelings, but cautioned them 
against overt activity at. the pres- 
ent time, Schwarzbart was inter- 
rupted by Gen. Kukiel who de- 
clared that the Anders order was 
not “authentic.” Replying, the 
Jewish deputy produced an original 
copy of the document and passed 
it among the members of the 
Council.

Monsky 4 
Re-elected 
By Lodge

NEW YORK—Henry Monsky 
was re-elected president of the 
B’nai B’rith as its five-day cop. 
vention closed here this week, after 
deciding to take no action on a 
number of resolutions dealing 
with the demand for the estab. 
lishment of a Jewish Common- 
wealth in Palestine. All resoly. 
tions on this subject were with- 
drawn from the resolutions com- 
mittee by their sponsors as a re- 
sult of a statement by Mr. Mon. 
sky, before the resolution com- 
mittee, which was also approved 
by the convention. 


Mr. Monsky pointed out that in 
his presidential message to the 
convention he emphasized that the 
“B’nai B’rith has a membership 
of diverse ideologies and must not 
attempt, by the rule of the ma- 
jority, to regiment the thinking 
or encroach upon the freedom of 
action of the minority, however 
small.” 


“The adoption or defeat of these 
resolutions would be contrary to 
this principle,” Mr. Monsky said. 
“T ask that, because in the mem- 
bership of B’nai B’rith there are 
divergent opinions on ideological 
and political issues and because 
B’nai B'rith as an organization, 
in accordance with its own tradi- 
tional policy, recognizes the right 
of each member to determine his 
own attitude on any such issues, 
B’nai B'rith as an organization 
take no position either for or 
against the above mentioned reso- 
lutions.” 


Taking note of the efforts of 
the English-Jewish press to estab- 
lish a code of ethics and a set of 
standards for business and edi- 
torial practices and to establish a 
national! organization to implement 
this code and these standards, the 
convention declared “we look for- 
ward with great satisfaction to 
the adoption of this program which 
the editors and publishers of the 
Englisn-Jewish press are creating 
and we hope that these efforts will 
meet with the approval and sup- 
port of the American Jewish com- 
munity.

With further reference to your 
editorial of May 12 in which you 
reply to criticism leveled at your 
paper for permitting “too much” 
freedom of the press, this writer 
regrets that a far too large per- 
centage of personal element crept 
into your reply than really ap- 
pears necessary, in fact on no less 
than 11 times do you name your 
critic. 

What is really at stake? Dif- 
ference between the editor of your 
valued paper and his critic, or far 
broader principles? 

I am of the opinion that the 
latter is the case and base my con- 
tention on the following: 


As you state in your editorial, 
your paper has always upheld the 
cause of Zionism, and therefore 
you admit thereby that you have 
a definite policy, which is to your 
credit. Accordingly, this being 
the case, in conformity with. true 
democratic newspaper principles, 
it is to be expected of you to con- 
duct the affairs of your paper in 
such a manner that will further 
the effort of the cause that your 
paper supports. 

In stating this, this writer has 
in mind your actions in recent 
months in permitting the exten- 
sive use of your columns by 
avowed opponents of the cause 
your paper stands for. 

IT WOULD APPEAR, AND 
THIS IS MY MAIN POINT, THAT 
YOU DO NOT DIFFERENTIATE 
BETWEEN THE DISSEMINA- 
TION OF INJURIOUS PROPA- 
GANDA AND THE EXPRES- 
SION OF AN OPINION. The 
point I readily admit is a fine one, 
but nevertheless there is a subtle 
difference, and propaganda issued 
by minorities and aimed at the 
destruction of policies laid down 
and accepted by their majorities 
should in this writer’s opinion be 
subject to the editor’s most strin- 
gent attention. 

By all means, let us talk and 
behave in a democratic manner, 
but I would hasten to add that 
this must cut ice both ways, and 
one side cannot be expected to 
behave democratically whilst the 
other side uses methods to suit 
them in order that they may 
achieve their ends. 

What have I in mind in making 
this statement? Simply this, the 
Council for American Judaism 
came into being after the elections 
for delegates had taken place for 
the American Jewish Conference, 
this, notwithstanding the fact that 
all sections of the community par- 
ticipated in these elections and no 


mention was made before the re- 
sults of the American Jewish Con- 
ference elections by the present 
members of the Council for Ameri- 
can Judaism that they intended 
to form their Council and oppose 
the Conference. 

In conclusion, I would ask this 
simple question: WOULD THE 
COUNCIL FOR AMERICAN 
JUDAISM HAVE BEEN 
FORMED IF THE RESULTS 
WOULD HAVE GONE IN THER 
FAVOR, AND HOW CAN THIS 
BEHAVOUR BE RECONCILED 
WITH DEMOCRATIC PRAC- 
TICE?

Says Freedom of the Press 
May Be License 
To the Editor: 

Without atempting to delve into 
personal affairs that the editor 
may have with various individuals, 
or into an appraisal of The Post 
itself, permit me to give an ex- 
pression or two to the matter of 
“freedom of the press” which was 
discussed by the editor’s chair in 
the May 12 issue. 

Journalism is as much of a pro- 
fession as is law, medicine, politics, 
or teaching. For it carries the re- 
sponsibility of dealing with the 
public at large, perhaps in a broad- 
er perspective than some of the 
other professions mentioned above. 
Because it caters to the public, 
journalism has much to do with 
the problem of guiding opinion and 
setting that opinion along the 
proper channel of thought... . 

Yet, it must be remembered that 
journalism may point public opin- 
ion, and eventually action, either 
in the right direction, or it may 
orient the path of public thought 
and action in the wrong direction. 
The end which the journalist 
chooses in manipulating his posi- 
tion as a public servant will then 
reflect upon which of the two 
channels the reading public will 
be bent on following. ... 

Freedom is usually defined as 
doing what one pleases as long as 
the action doesn’t interfere with 
the rights of others. The fallacy 
here is that freedom is customarily 
associated with unrestraint. One 
has only to look to the majority 
of daily publications throughout 
the nation to witness the cancerous 
venom which this meaningless, 
dangerous definition of freedom 
has created. This vicious negative 
approach in the practice of free- 
dom by journalism has given much 
comfort and aid fo a growing

circle of fascist-lined publications. 
.. - One thing is certain. That is 
that as long as matters like Zion- 
ism come to the fore, sides by 
writers and journalists will be 
taken, and the side which is select- 
ed will be vastly influenced by the 
ends which these writers and 
journalists have in view. If it 1s 
the purpose of the publisher to 
fall into the good graces of a per- 
son as influential as Mr. Lessing 
Rosenwald, for example, then the 
side chosen in the matter concern- 
ing Zionism is rather obvious. 


What of those who are sincere, 
and are not narrowed by the 
clamps of “human nature?” Are 
not these publishers immune’ to 
curtailment, even though wrong? 
Are not they merely exercising a 
right that is established by demo- 
cratic principles under that phrase 
“freedom of the press?” Perhaps 
these latter questions are a little 
more difficult to answer. For in 
this group may be found journal- 
ists whose ends may be intention- 
ally good, but whose policies are 
nonetheless as destructive as those 
of publishers who prostitute the 
profession of journalism. 


The only answer is that these 
men are unfit for their profession. 
Not having the intelligence to de- 
tect right from wrong and truth 
from lie these men must be re- 
moved, thereby ordering a quaran- 
tine in the hope that a contagious 
disease is properly controlled.

So many Jewish conventions are 
a waste of time, and the one last 
Sunday of the Ohio Valley Zionist 
Region was no exception. Not that 
there weren’t saving moments, 
such us Mendel Fisher’s or Dr. 
Goldstein’s talks, and one or two 
other speeches, but what I have 
in mind is the many, many hours 
that could have been used to good 
purpose, that were spent on unim- 
portant items. 


I raised the same point about 
the convention of the Indiana- 
Kentucky State Association of 
B’nai B’rith. There is much work 
that needs to be done, people travel 
great distances and make many 
sacrifices in time and money, and 
almost invariably, if they are hon- 
est with themselves, they go home 
disappointed. 


Here is my idea for a good Zion- 
ist or B’nai B’rith convention: 

In the morning there would be 
a seminar session in which all 
the membership chairmen would 
meet together, all the program 
chairmen meet together, all the 
secretaries meet together, all the 
retention chairmen meet together. 
These groups would hear a pre- 
pared paper on their particular 
field, and then go into a free for all 
discussion. Out of these discus- 
sions would come concrete ideas 
to be put to use in the work of 
the coming months. 

Then after the luncheon, the 
first part of the afternoon should 
be given over to committee meet- 
ings, to be followed later in the 
afternoon by committee reports. 

Then to the banquet can be left 
the inevitable speechmaking and 
inspiring talks. 

This is my idea for a work 
convention. It has no similarity 
to the way conventions are con- 
ducted now, but the organizations 
that adopt this type of program 
will find their work for the com- 
ing year smoothed out and their 
membership drives productive, and 
their officers alert to what is ex- 
pected of them.

B’nai B’rith’s Fateful Decision 


ALTHOUGH Henry Monsky comes from Oma- 

ha, Neb., he now has earned the soubriquet, 
“Philadelphia lawyer” as the colloquialism is. 

For who else could deduce from the action 
of the Supreme Grand Lodge in failing to 
permit even a vote on the Jewish Common- 
wealth question, what Mr. Monsky has. With- 
out quibbling, it must be clear to those who 
see the picture objectively, that B’nai B’rith 
has made its decision, irrevocably, to abstain 
from taking a stand on controversial questions. 

This was the major decision before the Tri- 
centennial in New York, and when Mr. Monsky 
prevailed upon the resolution committee not to 
entertain motions connected with the Common- 
wealth question, the Order went back to that of 
a social organization whose main interest is in 
War Service Work, Hillel, A. Z. A., and other 
non controversial projects. 

But Mr. Monsky’s reasoning is what makes 
the entire situation peculiar. Mr. Monsky con- 
tended in his presidential message that the 
“B’nai B’rith has a membership of diverse 
ideologies and must not attempt, by the 
rule of the majority, to regiment the thinking 
or encroach upon the freedom of action of the 
minority, however small.” 

He also continued thusly: “ ... but B’nai 
B’rith would cease to be worthy of its tradition 
if, under the guise of neutrality, it failed to 
adhere to and participate fully in a program of 
action calculated to meet the challenging prob- 
lems and the stark realities of the gravest 


tragedy in the history of the Jewish people. The 
program of the Conference all claims to the 
contrary notwithstanding, is that of the Ameri- 
can Jewish community. The B’nai B'rith is a 
part of that community ...” 

The decision was fateful and this particular edi- 
torial is not concerned with the action of the 
lodge on the specific Palestine resolutions as 
such. It is concerned with the fact that a major 
decision has been made by an organization 
which it seemed would assume the role its 
strength and leadership seemed to warrant. 

It must be obvious that no progress in Ameri- 
can Jewish life is going to be made as long as 
organizations like the B’nai B’rith or the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations plead weak- 
ness against making up their minds, 

The way it stands now, no one has to take a 
stand. No organization need be for or against. 
All they have to say is that we have diverse 
opinion in our constituency. And from there 
we all go to sleep. 

If the B’nai B’rith or the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis can’t take a stand, then 
what organization, except those like the Zionists 
who are for Zionism, or the American Council 
for Judaism, which is against Zionism, will say 
their piece, and say it frankly. 

Since Mr. Monsky has figured out why the 
B’nai B’rith can’t take a stand because there is 
not 100 per cent unanimity, then maybe he can 
figure out what we have national Jewish or- 
ganizations for anyway. 


Foolish Battles Idealists Sometimes Wage 


T° those pessimists and practical people who 

think that the Jews of the Warsaw Ghetto who 
heroically declared war on Germany fought one 
of those foolish battles idealists sometime wage, 
and died in the end anyway, the news of the 
exploits of Jewish guerilla bands all over Cen- 
tral Europe, should be especially interesting. 
For ever since the Ghetto battle, the news of 
Jewish guerilla units has mushroomed and is 
capturing the imagination of the world, and 
the effect of the heroic fight in the Warsaw 
Ghetto was bound to have made itself felt in 
this flourishing of these guerilla units. 

Up until the Battle of the Ghetto, rarely was 


there any news of any fighting back by Jews, 
except, of course, by the Palestine Units in the 
British Army. But now rarely a week goes 
by but that Jewish deportees are pulled to at 
least temporary safety when Nazi trains are 
stopped and their Nazi guards slain. Amunition 
trains are demolished, small units of Nazis are 
ambushed and slain, and Nazi garrisons are 
attacked and wiped out. 

The memory of the heroes of the Ghetto will 
live on, and their spirit has already been trans- 
planted into the Jews of the world and for 
that matter to the world at large. 


The Jew Can’t Fight Back Dishonorably 


HE thought probably never occurs to them, 

but suppose those Jewish doctors of Ger- 
many and Nazi-occupied lands decided to put 
the shoe on the other foot and refuse to treat 
non-Jewish patients. A news item from Bern, 
Switzerland, quotes Lazlo Endre, Nazi Com- 
misar for Jewish Affairs in Hungary, as print- 
ed in Pester Lloyd as saying that because of 
the shortage of doctors, it will be impossible to 
bar Jewish physicians from practicing, In prin- 
ciple, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency News 
report states, Jewish physicians will be re- 
stricted to treating Jewish patients, but actually 


this regulation cannot be enforced. 

Suppose then, these doctors, following the 
Nazi line, said we will not treat non-Jewish 
patients. They would be following accepted 
doctrine. As Jews, whatever they prescribe, 
whatever miracles they perform in medicine, ac- 
cording to the Nazis, they are contaminating the 
patients. 

But: this is merely supposition. For no Jew 
worthy of the name, and that of course means 
no Jewish doctor, would ever withhold from 
anyone suffering, Nazi or not, the healing power 
that God has entrusted to him.

Jews Who Would Like to Resign Discussed 
by William J. Boxerman, executive secretary 
of the Jacksonville Jewish Community Coun- 
cil in the Council’s Commentater—There are those 
to whom their Jewish heritage is a burden which 
they would gladly cast away. Inwardly these un- 
happy souls curse the day they were born into 
the Jewish faith. Ah, could they but escape 
into the Christian world and be accepted as 
one of the majority group! 

This self-hatred, this resentment of the acci- 
dent of birth, takes devious forms, an attempt 
to conceal one’s faith from Gentiles, a deliber- 
ate avoidance of Jewish social and organiza- 
tional affiliations, refusal to recognize any 
responsibility for supporting Jewish institutions 
or alleviating the plight of Jews in need, and so 
forth. 

A number of times within the past two years 
we have encountered Jews (by accident of birth) 
who would tender their resignation from the 
Jewish community via the last mentioned route. 
During the 1944 Community Council campaign 
a Jacksonville Jewish doctor ordered a campaign 
volunteer from his office, telling him that he 
was not happy about being a Jew and was un- 


concerned about Jewish causes, and again, three 
local residents curtly dismissed the workers who 
solicited them with the remark that they did 
not want to be “annoyed” by Jewish organiza- 
tions, saying in effect: “We have no interest in 
Jews. Jews have never done anything for us, 
and we prefer to do nothing for them.” 

Well, if it were possible for the Jewish com- 
munity in some formal manner to accept the 
resignation of these people from the Jewish 
fold, we would be all for it. There certainly 
isn’t anything to be gained by carrying on the 
Jewish community rolls those who have no 
loyalty to it. 

But unfortunately for those Jews who want 
to resign, it is the non-Jews who refuse to 
permit them to do so, for the Gentiles are not 
prone to welcome them whole-heartedly into 
their ranks. 


Somehow or other, the history of what’s 
happened to Jews in Europe proves to our sat- 
isfaction, that it is the non-Jew who determines 
whether a man is a Jew, and all the declara- 
tions to the contrary by the Jew make not a 
particle of difference.

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In speaking to you this morn- 
ing, 1 have two very definite pro- 
positions in mind. One is the pro- 
position that Christianity owes a 
heavy debt to Judaism. The other 
is the proposition that Christianity 
ought to be willing to recognize 
and pay this debt, as any honor- 
able debtor recognizes and pays 
his obligation. 

When I speak of Christianity, 
let me say, I am not speaking of 
theological doctrines or ecclesias- 
tical institutions—very little of 
what is contained in the actuai 
history of the church. Rather am 
I speaking in terms of that pure 
religion and undefiled which 
sprang from the heart of Jesus, 
was propagated far and wide by 
his disciples and aposties, was re- 
corded in the pages of the New 
Testament, and remains to this day 
the greatest single spiritual influ- 
ence in human history. This re- 
ligion, it should be known, is in 
reality Jewish in origin and con- 
tent. It is only an accident that 
it did not remain in the end what 
it was in the beginning—a part 
and parcel of the Jewish world. 
Now that it is one of the separate 
religions of mankind, its parent- 
age should be confessed, and its 
heritage duly honored. 

Let me begin what I have to 
say this morning with Jesus, who 
is the center and soul of Christian 
faith. There are three things to 
be made plain about this man. 

In the first place, I would re- 
mind you that Jesus’ parents were 
Jews. Whether his father, Joseph, 
was of “the stem of Jesse,” and 
thus of the royal house of David, 
as the Bible states, is altogether 
unknown and quite improbable. 
The genealogies to this effect in 
the New Testament are valueless. 
As a matter of fact, we know very 
little about Joseph—only that he 
lived in Nazareth in Galilee, that 
he was a carpenter by trade, and 
that he died, in all probability, 
before Jesus came to manhood. In 
much the same way, we know lit- 
tle about Mary, the mother of 
Jesus. She is a shadowy figure 
who emerges into the light only 
in the last few hours in the career 
of her eldest born. But amid all 
this obscurity, there remains the 
indubitable truth that these two 
persons, who are so venerated by 
the Christian church, were both 
of them Jews. 

The second fact is of course 
that Jesus, as the oldest child of 
these parents, was thus himself a 
Jew. Two attempts have been 
made to break down and destroy 
this simple fact. The first is theo- 
logical, and is to be found in the 
dogma of the Virgin Birth, which 
represents Jesus as born not of 
Joseph and Mary, but of a divine 
conception of God upon Mary. But 
this leads to the fascinating ani 
impressive conclusion, seldom men- 
tioned in doctrinal discussion, that 
out of all the tribes of earth, God 
chose a Jewish maiden for the in- 
carnation of his dearly beloved and 
only begotten son. The second at- 
tempt to dispel the fact of Jesus’ 
Jewish origin is purely pagan. It 
is to be found in the assertion of 
the early opponents of Christian-

ity in the Graeco-Roman world 
that Jesus was born out of wed- 
lock from a Jewish girl who had 
had contact with a Roman soldier. 
This has been revived today, in one 
form or another, by anti-Semitic 
Nazi propagandists. But this sug- 
gestion leaves Jesus at least haif- 
Jewish, and thus quite as much 
outside the pale of the Nazis as 
though he were a_ full-blooded 
Semite. Suffice it to say that there 
is as little in this story as in the 
dogma of the Virgin Birth. There 
exists not a scrap of evidence to 
substantiate it outside of sheer an- 
ti-Semitic prejudice. If we know 
anything about Jesus at all, it is 
that he was a child of Jewish par- 
ents, born in a Jewish home as 
the firstborn of a large family, and 
thus himself a Jew. 

The third thing to be said about 
the Jewishness of Jesus is that 
he was reared and trained in the 
Jewish faith. His parents were 
pious Jews; they went up each 
year to Jerusalem to keep the 
feast of the Passover! They 
taught Jesus, by precept and ex- 
ample, to attend the synagogue 
where he became acquainted with 
the Bible of his race. In his early 
manhood, it was his custom to go 
to the synagogue on the Sabbath 
day, which is more than a good 
many Jews do today; and he began 
his public ministry, so the record 
tells us, by standing up in the 
synagogue in Nazareth and read- 
ing from the prophet Isaiah. In 
spirit as well as in blood, this 
Nazarene was a son of Israel. 


It is from these three points 
of view—his parents, his birth, 
and his religious training—that 
we must agree that Jesus was a 
Jew. It is to the Jews that the 
Christians owe this peerless lead- 
er and founder of their faith. I 
would go so far as to say that we 
cannot understand Jesus unless we 
acknowledge that his rightful place 
in history is that of the last and 
greatest of the Jewish prophets. 
It is to me as incredible that the 
Jews do not recognize this fact as 
it is discreditable that the Chris- 
tians do not recognize it. 

So much for Jesus! Next only 
to this august figure of the Naza- 
rene stand three elements which 
are central in Christianity. For 
all these three elements the Chris- 
tians are indebted to the Jews. 


In the first place, there is the 
Bible, the sacred scriptures of the 
Christian church. This Bible con- 
sists of two parts—the Old Testa- 
ment, so called, and the New. The 
Old Testament, which comprises 
some three-fourths of the Bible, 
belongs not to Christianity at all 
but to Judaism. The Old Testa- 


ment, let it be said, is the Jewish 
Bible! I know of no more high- 
handed piece of impudence in all 
history than the action of the 
early Christians in taking over the 
Old Testament into their churches, 
and saying, This is ours! It is 
as though we Americans should 
possess ourselves of Shakespeare 
and Milton, and Dryden, and Poe, 
and Keats, and Shelley, and Ten- 
nyson, and Browning, and solemn- 
ly declare that the writings of 
these men belonged to us and 
were the basic part of our native 
litereture. Saying so, of course, 
does not make it so! These poets 
are not Americans—and, by the 
same token, the Old Testament is 
not Christian. It is Jewish through 
and through; and whenever we 
use it we should remember that 
we are turning to Jewish sources 
for instruction and_ inspiration. 
That is the reason why I am care- 
ful in our services here to refer 
to the Old Testament, whenever 
I read lessons from its text, as 
“the Scriptures of the Jews.” As 
for the New Testament, this is 
our own. This portion of the Bi- 
ble is “the Scriptures of the Chris- 
tians.” But even so, it is only fair 
to recognize, it seems to me, that 
the New Testament is throughout 
a Jewish book. Every word of it, 
from the first chapter of Matthew 
to the last chapter of Revelation, 
was written by Jews, and thus is 
saturated with the Jewish spirit 
and ideals. 

Next to the Bible comes the 
church—by which I mean not the 
hierarchy, which belongs to a later 
period of history, but the simple 
fact of the congregation of men 
and women meeting together on a 
Sunday morning for the worship 
of Almighty God. Where did this 
reality come from? Why, from 
the Jews—more specifically from 
that generation of Jews which suf- 
fered the tragic experience of the 
Exile. 

In the ancient times, among all 
peoples, there was no church, or 
congregation, as we know it to- 
day. The centers of religious 
worship were temples, dedicated to 
the god or gods of the nation, 
where national festivals were held, 
where holy offices were performed 
by priestly agents of the state, ani 
where the people came at periodi- 
cal intervals to lay their offerings 
upon the sacred altars. This was 
as true in Palestine as it was in 
Egypt, Babylonia, Greece and 
Rome. The great temple of the 
Jews was in Jerusalem, and there 
was worship offered to Jehovah. 
There were times, to be sure, when 
local worship was set up in what 
was called the “high places”; but 
this was uniformly discouraged, 
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and all religious rites thus ‘cen- 
tered in the city of the king. 

Then came the Exile, in 586 B. 
C. The kingdom of Judah was 
over-run, Jerusalem captured and 
destroyed, and the people carried 
away as slaves into the far realms 
of their conquerors. Here they 
remained for two generations, lost 
to their homeland and to all the 
high practices of their religion. 
How could they sing the Lord’s 
songs in a strange land? How 
could they worship God without 
temple or altar? They must keep 
in touch with their deity, and 
plead for his pity and help—oth- 
erwise they were surely lost, and 
their children with them. But 
with the Temple so far away, how 
could they reach God, or perform 
the rites which he expected? The 
answer came out of the very nec- 
essities of the situation. Robbed 
of their temple as of their holy 
city, the exiles, settled in scattered 
towns and villages, came together 
on the Sabbath day, wherever they 
were, and remembered Zion and 
read from the sacred pages of the 
Law. These meetings came to be 
regular gatherings, which in due 
course were organized, and later 
developed customs and practices 
and a sanctity of their own. They 
were called synagogues—or what- 
ever is the Hebrew word for a 
“gathering together,” or congre- 
gating, of men and women for the 
holy purpose of religion. 

It was thus, in a time of dire 
extremity, that the Law of Israel 
was preserved, and the memory of 
Jehovah, the God of Israel, not 
forgotten. In due course the Jews 
returned to Palestine, and there 
set up the Temple once again upon 
Mt. Zion. The central worship 
was thus restored, and the priests 
once again commissioned to guard 
the people’s destiny. But the hab- 
it of the Exile was too strong and 
people would not give up their lo- 
eal or congregational meetings in 
their villages, or even houses. The 
synagogue became as well recog- 
nized an institution of Judaism as 
the Temple itself, and held in time 
the first devotion of the people. 
Jesus knew the synagogue of Naz- 
areth from his youth up, and in 
this synagogue began his minis- 
try. When, following his death, 
his followers carried on his work, 
it was first in synagogues, and 
only later in churches of their 
own, that they proclaimed the 
Gospel. But these churches, when 
they came, were modeled precise- 
ly on Jewish example, and thus 
were the daughters of the syna- 
gogue. When Christians meet to- 
day on Sunday mornings td wor- 
ship God and to consecrate their 
lives to his service, and to pre- 
serve the sacred traditions of the 
faith, they are doing not only what 
the early Christians did, but what 
the Jews have done since the sad 
days of the Exile. We have a 
church because the Jews first had 
a synagogue. The former is the 
direct descendant of the latter. 

This brings us directly to the 
third of these essential elements 
of Christianity. In addition to the 
Bible and the church is Sunday 
as the sacred day of rest and wor-

ship—the one day in seven set 
scrupulously aside for purposes of 
physical recreation and spiritual 
regeneration. Where did _ this 
Christian Sunday come from? 
Why, obviously, from the Jewish 
Sabbath. 

It is true that the Jewish Sab- 
bath is the last day of the week 
—traditionally the day when God 
rested from his labors after the 
six days of the creation. “And on 
the seventh day God ended his 
work which he had made” (Genesis 
2:2). The Christian Sunday, in 
contrast, is the first day of the 
week, so celebrated because it was 
on this first day that Jesus is 
supposed to have risen from the 
dead. “And when the Sabbath was 
past ... very early in the morn- 
ing, the first day of the week, they 
came unto the sepulchre . . .and 
saw that the stone was rolled 
away” (Mark 1-3). So the first 
day among Christians came to 
take the place of the seventh day 
among Jews. But this detail is 
unimportant. The central fact is 
that the Christian Sunday is the 
rebirth of the Jewish Sabbath— 
the Christian once again taking his 
religious practices from the Jew! 

We are beginning now, perhaps, 
to understand how stupendous is 
the debt which Christians owe to 
Jews. Not only Jesus himself, 
but the Bible, the church, and Sun- 
day all come from Jewish sources. 
But not yet have we gotten to the 
heart of the matter. What about 
the teachings of Christianity— 
those great truths of the moral 
and spiritual life which constitute 
the essence of the Gospel? The 
things which —Jesus taught—were 
these original with him, or did 
they spring from the Judaism in 
which Jesus was born and reared? 

This question reminds me of an 
experience in the early days of 
my ministry in this city. I was at- 
tending a meeting of the Liberal 
Ministers Club of which certain 
Jewish rabbis were members along 
with the Christian clergymen. I 
chanced to be sitting beside a very 
eminent rabbi of that day—the 
head of the great Temple Eman- 
uel. In the course of our conver-. 
sation together, I made some ref- 
erence to what I called “the origi- 
nality of Jesus.” What was my 
surprise to hear this rabbi retort 
that there was no originality in 
Jesus—that the Nazarene was one 
of the most unoriginal men who 
ever lived. As a young and ardent 
preacher, I was greatly shocked 
by this remark. In later years, 
however, I came to feel that my 
friend, the rabbi, was on the whole 
correct. It is true that Jesus was 
original in what he said—or rath- 
er in the way he said it! Of all 
the religious teachers of the world 
he ranks as incomparably the most 
poetic. The Sermon on the Mount 
and the various parables are un- 
matched for sheer power and beau- 
ty in either ancient or modern 
literature. Jesus was original also 
in his spiritual insights—in his _ 
discernments of truth in unusual 
circumstances, and in his applica- 
tion of this truth to the common 
way of life. He had a genius for

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spirituality which is unparalleled. 
But his supreme and unique con- 
tribution to Christianity, of course, 
was his personality. Within this 
man was a radiance of the inner 
life which made it easy for his 
contemporaries to join with the 
Roman centurion in the declara- 
tion, “Verily, this man, was the 
Son of God.” But in the actual 
content of his teaching, Jesus was 
not original. The substance of 
his faith and vision was all de- 
rived from Israel. Let me see if 
I can make this plain! 

On New Year’s day, this year, 
a civic ceremony was conducted at 
the City Hall by Mayor La- 
Guardia, in which a Catholic priest, 
a Protestant clergyman and a 
Jewish rabbi were the participants. 
In the course of his remarks, the 
Mayor referred to the Golden Rule 
and the Lord’s Prayer, and said 
that if men would only live up to 
the precepts of these two teach- 
ings, there would be no trouble in 
the world. It would seem as 
though, in this reference, the 
Mayor was flattering the Chris- 
tians and leaving out the Jews. As 
a matter of fact, he could not have 
made a better selection, for the 
Golden Rule and the Lord’s Prayer 
belong quite as much to the Jews 
as to the Christians themselves. 

The Golden Rule, it must be 
said belongs to neither Christians 
nor Jews in any exclusive sense 
of the world. It is a part of all 
religions. Thus, I have found it 
in the scriptures of no less than 
nine of the world’s religions—Hin- 
duism, Zorastrianism, Buddhism, 
Confucianism, Moh ammedanism, 
Grecian, Roman, Judaism, and 
Christianity. The Golden Rule, as 
it appears in the New Testament, 
is familiar—‘“All things whatso- 
ever ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye even so to them, for 
this is the law and the propnets.” 
The Jewish Golden Rule is nega- 
tive rather than positive in its 
formulation, but is identical in 
meaning. It reads—‘Whatever ye 
do not’ wish your neighbor to do 
to you, do not do unto him. This 
is the whole law, the rest is ex- 
position.” 

But the Lord’s prayer — this 
surely is original with Jesus! So 
it is in its formulation into one 
of the simplest and most beautiful 
compositions that can be found in 
the world’s religious literature. 
But in its content it is derived 
from beginning to end from Jew- 
ish sources. There is not a line 
in the Prayer which cannot be du- 
plicated in these sources. In sub- 
stantiation of this sweeping asser- 
tion, let me cite the testimony of 
two scholars who have a right to 
speak, as I do not. The first is a 
famous German authority, Theo- 
dor Keim, whose biography of Je- 
sus, written many years ago, still 
ranks as one of the greatest 
studies ever made of the life and 
teaching of the Nazarene. Refer- 
ring to the Lord’s Prayer, Keim 
writes, “Not only the address of 
God, together with the first two 
petitions, but pretty well all of st 
in detail, appears here and there 
in Jewish Talmudic prayers.” The 
second witness in a great Jewish 
scholar, Joseph Klausner, of the 
Hebrew University in- Jerusalem, 
whose “Jesus of Nazareth” is re- 
garded as the ablest biography of 
Jesus ever written by a Jew. In 
this authoritative work the au- 
thor says of the Lord’s Prayer 
that it is “a remarkable prayer, 


universal in its appeal, earnest, 
brief and full of devotion. Every 
single clause in it, however, is to 
be found in Jewish prayers and 
sayings in the Talmud.” So the 
Golden Rule and the Lord’s Prayer 
alike belong to Jews as well as 
Christians. 

Next only to these two docu- 
ments, I would name the Beati- 
tudes as the most precious sayings 
to be found in the Christian Scrip- 
tures. Here again we have a 
formulation of truth which is a su- 
preme illustration of Jesus’ poetic 
and spiritual genius. But the con- 
tent of what is said is again al- 
most wholly derivative. “Blessed 
are they that mourn for they shall 
be comforted”—if you would know 
where this comes from, turn to 
Isaiah 61:2. “Blessed are the meek, 
for they shall inherit the earth’— 
turn to Psalm 37:11. “Blessed are 
they that hunger and thirst after 
righteousness, for they shall be 
filled” — turn to Isaiah 55:1, 
“Blessed are the pure in heart, 
for they shall see God”’—turn to 
Psalm 24:4. Thus are the phrases 
and thoughts of this great pas- 
sage all anticipated by the Jews. 

If any statement of Jesus is 
commonly cited as the complete 
and perfect summary of his re- 
‘igion, it is the dual command- 
ment, “Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God, with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy 
strength, and with all thy mind; 
and thy neighbor as_ thyself.” 
Where does this come from? First 
of all from the New Testament 
story of the lawyer who tempted 
Jesus, saying, “What shall I do 
to inherit eternal life?” But ori- 
ginally from the Old Testament, 
in two famous passages. 
is from Deuteronomy 6:4—“Hear, 
O Israel, the Lord thy God is one 
Lord; and thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heast, 
and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy might.” The second is frem 
Leviticus 19:18—‘“Thou shall not 
take vengeance, nor bear any 
grudge . but thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself.” 

If anything is original with 
Jesus, it would seem to be his 
non-resistance — his injunction in 
the Sermon on the Mount to “re- 
sist not evil.” This received its su- 
preme expression in Jesus’ com- 
mandment that we should love our 
enemies. This is very obviously a 
protest against and correction of 
the Jewish law of retaliation— 
“an eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth.” This law, without 
any question, appears in the Old 
Testament. Jesus was mindful of 
it, and would get rid of it. But 
he was not the first to take this 
stand. since the Jewish 
prophets had laid hold upon the 
doctrine of love and forgiveness, 
even of enemies. But in one brief 
passage of the Old Testament we 
have an anticipation of this posi- 
tive aspect of non-resistance which 
is breath-taking. 

If I were asked to name the 
most beautiful expression of 
Jesus’ teaching on this point, I 
would turn to St. Paul’s great 
Epistle to the Romans, and read 
the closing verses of the twelfth 
chapter—“If thine enemy hunger, 
feed him; if he thirst, give him 
drink; for in so doing thou shalt 
heap coals of fire upon his head. 
Be not overcome of evil, but over- 
come evil with good.” If there is 
anything original in Christianity, 
this would certainly seem to be it.

Yet turn to the twenty-fifth chap- 
ter of the book of Proverbs, the 
twenty-first verse, and what do 
you find? “If thine enemy be hun- 
gry, give him bread to eat; and 
if he be thirsty, give him water 
to drink; for thou wilt heap coals 
of fire upon his head.” Even in 
his teaching of love, for enemies 
as well as friends, Jesus was only 
faithful to the noblest precepts of 
the Jews! 

All of this shows what Jesus 
was really doing in his ministry. 
Not preaching a new religion, but 
reviving the pure and _ undefiled 
religion of Israel! Not starting a 
movement of revo't against Juda- 
ism, but only a movement of re- 
form inside of Judaism! Not for- 
saking the Jewish synagogue and 
starting the Christian church, but 
cleansing the Jewish synagogue, 
even as he cleansed the Temple of 
the money - changers! Nothing 
would have surprised Jesus more 
than to have learned after his 
death that his work had led to a 
new religion largely hostile to his 
own. To this day he would not 
have understood the meaning of 
Christianity and Christian doc- 
trine. Jesus was a Jew, in the 
great traditions of the prophets. 
He saw a religion in his time, as 
Isaiah and Amos and Jeremiah 
had seen a religion in their time, 
which had become overlaid and en- 
crusted with a vast growth of 
theological and ecclesiastical liter- 
alism which was fatal to the pure 
essence of the faith. He found 
the people beset and betrayed by 
all kinds of rules and regulations, 
the minutiae of law and rite, which 
were killing out the simple prac- 
tices of righteousness and truth. 
Worst of all, he beheld a priest- 
hood which was feeding upon the 
corruption which they themselves 
were fostering in the worship of 
Israel. All this he sought to sweep 
away. “The letter killeth, but the 
spirit giveth life!’ The Nazarene 
wanted to find that spirit again. 
Therefore did he seek, like the 
shepherd his lost sheep, that great 
body of Jewish prophecy which 
was the real religion of Israel as 
contrasted with the sheer super- 
stition of the priests and Phari- 
sees, So everything that was pre- 
cious in Judaism came to life 
again in Jesus. He was teaching 
what was truest and noblest in the 
tradition of his own people. He 
sought for nothing but the restor- 
ation of Israel to its true faith. 
What wonder therefore that he 
was not original, since he did not 
seek to be original? “Think not 
that I am come,” he said, “to de- 
stroy the law or’ the prophets; I 
am come not to destroy but to ful- 
fill.. For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one 
jot or one tittle shall in no wise 
pass from the law, till all be ful- 
filled.” Here was not a Christian 
speaking, but a Jew. All that was 
distinctively Christian came later 
and was unknown to the Nazarene. 

Such is the debt which Chris- 
tianity owes to Judaism! Not 
Jesus merely, nor the Bible, the 
church and the Sunday, but the 
whole substance of Christian 
teaching! To take account of this 
debt is to come face to face with 
two facts, which I would empha- 
size in closing: 

First, we find here one explana- 
ation at least, and a very import- 
ant one, of why the Christians 
dislike and persecute the Jews. 
They hate them and would get rid 
of them because they are so heav- 
ily indebted to them. This is a 
simple law of psychology, illus- 
trated by the experience of every 


day. Thus, did you ever hear of 
a tenant who loved his landlord? 
Have you ever encountered a bor- 
ower who is devoted to the mon- 
ey-lender who has given him mon- 
ey? How often do you see a tax- 
payer who folds in his affection- 
ate embrace the tax-collector? The 
publicans in ancient Israel were 
hated for nothing except that it 
was their business to receive the 
taxes for the government. And 
now the burden has fallen upon 
the Jews—that they have given so 
much to the Christians that the 
latter feel embarrassed and at 
last outraged that they owe all 
this to Israel! There are many 
reasons for anti-Semitism — for 
tortures and massacres, the po- 
groms and exiles, which the Jews 
have suffered all these centuries 
from Christendom. The problem 
is complicated and difficult — the 
pattern hopelessly entangled. But 
one strand in the snarl may be 
unravelled, and that is the one 
which has to do with the Chris- 
tian’s debt to Judaism. Until that 
debt is paid, or at least acknowl- 
edged, there will be little peace. 

The second thing which I would 
emphasize is this payment of the 
debt. Is it not time that payment 
began? And how shall it be done? 

First, the debt must be ac- 
knowledged, somewhat as I have 
tried to acknowledge it this morn- 
ing. Why should not Christians 
everywhere recognize Jesus as a 
Jew? Why should they not have 
the grace to refer to the Old Test- 
ament, when they use it, as the 
Jewish scriptures? Why should 
they not acclaim the kinship of the 
church with the synagogue, and of 
the Christian Sunday with the 
Jewish Sabbath? As for the Gos- 
pel, what would be lost and what 
not gained, if the Jewish sources 
of this teaching were at last made 
plain? All this is not very much, 
perhaps, in the serious business of 
paying a heavy debt, but it is at 
least something. A first step is 
taken in discharging an obligation 
when it is acknowledged that it 
exists. 

Secondly, why may not We pay 
this debt to the Jews by fighting 
anti-Semitism? All around us 
rages this noisome and fatal 
plague. It works its havoc not 
merely in Germany and Europe, 
but right here in America. Half- 
hidden, half-confessed, whispered 
rather than shouted, taking shape 
not in hideous persecutions but in 
countless little irritations and in- 
justices, but none the less fatal 
as a prejudice which poisons the 
soul, this curse is our curse, as it 
is Chrstianity’s curse, and_ it 
should be ended for very shame. 
Here the church, in the vary name 
of Jesus, should take the lead in 
stamping out this pestilence that 
devours ourselves as well as our 
victims. To fight and destroy anti- 
Semitism—this would be a large 
payment on the debt. 

Lastly, as a means of paying 
Chrstianity’s debt tc Judaism, 
there is the opportunity nuw abun- 
dantly given us to succor the Jew- 
ish refugees who wander the world 
in misery. Christianity has al- 
ready done much for these refu- 
gees. The Catholics and Protest- 
ants of Germany and the occupied 
countries have lifted up their 
voices in protest against the Nazi 
horrors, and on more than one 
occasion have identified themselves 
with those who suffered. In Eng- 
land and in this country have 
Christians given generously in re- 
lief, and offered shelter and sus- 
tenance to the homeless hordes 


of Israel. But all that we haye 
done is little enough. More — 
more, is needed, till every Jew the 
world around has found home ang 
country once again, his place jp 
the great body of humanity, 
succor the Jews in this their hour 
of greater distress than they haye 
endured since Jerusalem fell to 
Titus, this is our plain duty. And 
it should be our welcome oppor. 
tunity to discharge the debt which 
all too long has gone unpaid. 

To bring Jews and Christians 
together, not by converting or 
merging. one with the other, but 
by recognition of that spiritual 
kinship which makes them one— 
this is our holy task. To end the 
injustice and horror of the ages 
in finding and binding that “unity 
of the spirit which is the bond of 
peace!” Already Jews and Chris. 
tians are one in all that is cep. 
tral to the inner essence of our 
faith. Why should we not similarly 
be one in all that is central to 
the outer relations of our lives? 
On both branches of the severed 
family there rests the obligation 
to shake off separatism and end 
isolation—but most heavily and 
immediately does this obligation 
rest upon Christians, who have 
the numbers, the power—and this 
debt which must be paid! 

I keep thinking, as I talk to 
you, of that great scene in Les- 
sing’s drama, “Nathan der Weise” 
(Nathan the Wise), which touches 
upon this truth. Some of you may 
have seen this drama when it was 
produced in New York this past 
winter. If so, you will remember 
the scene to which I refer—that 
scene where the Christian Friar 
has just discovered some great 
deed of generosity and _ sacrifice 
which has been performed by the 
Jew, Nathan. In his enthusiasm 
and gratitude, and desiring to hon- 
or Nathan with the ereatest praise 
that he knows how to speak, the 
Friar exclaims: 

“Nathan, you are a Christian. 

Yes, I swear 

You are a Christian—better ney- 

er lived.” 

To which the big-hearted and 
wise Nathan replies: 

“Indeed! the very

Maybe I ought to spot a trend or two for you today, because here 
it is getting on toward summer, and while I have attended to my 
winter trend-spotting fairly well, I have kind of neglected the spring 
trends, and these have been pretty good.

So many of us had been convinced 
that a candidate needed only to be a real stinker to sweep everything 
before him, that we are almost stunned by this triumph of reason. 

The voters of the Southland, especially, deserve the thanks of the 
country, because what they have done in primary after primary is akin 
to what the Russians did at Stalingrad. There the Russians proved

It Ain’t Necessarily So 

That was the end of one legend of invincibility, and now we are 
seeing the end of another. We have been told, for example, that we 
only have to wait until our soldiers come back home, and that then 
some candidate with a one-finger forehead will confide to them that the 
Jews, or the Mexicans, or somebody, are to blame for everything, 
whereupon our soldiery will say, “Well, whaddya know!” and vote for 
him as one man, drooling the while. 

The theory that the armed forces of democracy consist of 12,000,000 
idiots of the purest ray serene was severely damaged in Alabama this 
trip, where of about 1,100 absentee soldier ballots cast in one district, 
more than 1,000 were turned in against the candidate who was making 
an issue of race. And those, dearie, were real fighting men, who held 
the line for us on two fronts. 


This does not mean that we can afford to stop fighting race haters, 
especially the northeastern variety, which is even worse than the 
southern. But we can begin to classify them a little better, to cut them 
down to size, and to realize it ain’t necessarily so that they must 
triumph. We can fight them for what they are, not for what they are 
not. Maybe they sometimes look to be six feet six, but if you take off 
the false heels, they turn out to be five feet nine and in need of a bath. 


The Way It Can Always Be 

Yes, this has been a spring of choice, or even prime trends. Part 
of the picture was the way in which the raising of the race issue at 
that sedition trial has left the court and the country completely un- 
impressed. The word “Jew” was spoken, and that is supposed to be 
the clincher, yet for some reason the defendants were not immediately 
given bouquets all around and sent home. The trial goes on, which is 
the way-it can always be if the people in charge of things around here 
keep a grip on themselves. 

Fight them, and fear them, and don’t underestimate them, but don’t 
overestimate them either. It turns out that a poke in the eye has the 
same effect on a race hater as on anybody else, which is the greatest 
scientific discovery since penicillin,

The American League for a Free Palestine—Menace? 

Last week the American Zionist Emergency Council, speaking on 
behalf of all major Zionist organizations in the United States, issued 
a stern and imperative warning against the “American League for 
A Jewish Palestine.” The terminology of the Council’s proclamation 
was unequivocal. It blasted this new, still unknown body as one of a 
series of fronts. Named it “irresponsible”, and stated that its tactics 








were opportunistic, etc. etc. 
The warning went out to all Zionist bodies in the country. What is 
this “American League for a Free Palestine,” and why is it to be 
feared and isolated? What are its aims and why does the central 
Zionist ‘clearing house’ in the United States find it necessary at this 
moment to launch a fierce and unmitigated battle against it. 





The facts in themselves are simple. They are worth understanding 
for inherent in them lurks a danger to Jewish public life. The dan- 
ger of monopoly. Let me explain. 

The American League for a Free Palestine is a group, still in a 
more or less embryonic stage, formed by severa] rather young, most 
energetic and enterprising young men from Palestine. These are the 
same people who created the “American Friends of a Jewish Pales- 
tine,” the “Committee for a Jewish Army,” the “Emergency Committee 
to Save the Jewish People,” publish the “Answer” magazine and 
produced the mammoth spectacle “We Will Never Die”.

It ought not to be necessary for 
anyone to take off his hat while 
advocating free ports for rfugees, 
or scrape, flush, be embarassed or 
even say pretty please. 

This is the least we can do for 
refugees, and if we don’t do this 
much, we will suck eggs. 

Let me explain once again that 
a “free port” is a bit of land, say 
an old Army camp, fenced and 
guarded, to which refugees would 
be admitted without papers, visas, 
birth certificates or documents of 
any kind. The astounding theory 
on which a “free port” would op- 
erate is that if a man is alive, he 
is entitled to a place to sit down. 
We would accept men, women and 
children, fleeing from the Nazis, 
and we would prepare a table for 
them in the presence of their 
enemies, 

The Arguments Against 

In exchange for this burst of 
Zenerosity, we would wrap our- 
selves up to the ears in legal 
safeguards. By an easy legal fic- 
tion, we would declare that free 
port zones are not to be considered 
territory of the Unuited States, 
within the purview of the immigra- 
tion laws. Entrance into a “free 
port” would not constitute legal 
entrance into the United States, 
and stay in a “free port” would 
hot constitute residence in the 
United States.

the League too seriously. But that is about all it amounts to. For 
the life of me, I cannot understand why any group which advocates 
a Jewish majority in Palestine should be regarded as dangerous. Nor 
does it seem reasonable to me that Jews today, particularly those in 
public life, should expend their energies in attacking other Jewish 
groups. This is neither the time, nor I might add, the place to do so. 

Internecine quarrels, political strife, these are well and good in 
normal times, and against a relatively normal background. But now, 
as Jewry writhes in death-throes, disunited and dispersed; as Pal- 
estine is threatened once again by power politics; as American 
Jewry faces the shadow of anti-Semitism, now no Jewish organiza- 
tion has the right to devote even a fractional amount of its time or 
money to setting other Jews, or non-Jews, against any group which 
Coes not actively menace Jewish aspirations. 

But, they say here in New York, this League does menace Jewish 
aspirations. It is a heretical breed of Zionism, which tells the Ameri- 
can Jews that he is not responsible for Jews in Europe or for the 
fate of Palestine. 
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What difference does it make if the League exists? If it will suc- 
ceed, as it may well do, in fooling some men or women into an 
interest in Palestine on the grounds that this can be done without ac- 
tive affiliation with Jewish life, so much the better. The chances 
are great that this man or woman, attracted by the League’s es- 
capist publicity, would not have come to such an interest otherwise. 

And who are we, today, that we should scorn the help of anyone? 
On the other hand, if the League is not successful, if it does not 
succeed in building a membership or in creating what it calls the 
Palestine Freedom Movement, then no harm will be done. 

What matters is that Jewish affairs here in America, and this is 
very cbvious in New York, have become monopolies. There are a 
few organizations speaking on behalf of Jews, and that is all. Any 
other organization with new ideas or new people is put through the 
wringer, politically. It is attacked, assailed or left alone — in the 
hope that it will die a quiet death. 

These “corporations” or “trusts” of Jewish life would be acceptable 
if they had succeeded in creating some semblance of unity, That they 
have not is evident. Therefore would it not be more logical for the 
American Zionist Emergency Council to stop worrying about a small, 
unformed and somewhat eccentric group and devote itself to state- 
ments against the large, wealthy and influential Council of Judaism 
which is dedicated to destroying Zionism in America? 

Unless the major Jewish groups in this country can effect some 
measure of cohesion, they must forfeit their rights to acting as cen- 
sorship boards. The American League for a Free Palestine is an ex- 
ample of what happens to the stored energy of Zionist bodies. Unused, 
for the most part, it is released to attack another Jewish group. 
What ever may be said of the League, it is not a danger to Zionism. 
Therefore why the fury? 

Among the other things so sorely needed by American Jewry is a 
sort of Sherman Anti-Trust Act, directed against the large organi- 
zations which utilize their memberships in order to create monopolies 
in Jewish life.

A new organization called the American League for a Free Palestine 
has been launched. Its objects are stated to be “to save the Jewish 
people of Europe” and “to establish the Hebrew nation in Palestine.” 
The promoters of the new organization acknowledge the great con- 
tribution made by the World Zionist movement to Palestine and to the 
Jewish people, but allege that the Zionist movement is purely sec- 
tarian in character and that therefore it is necessary “to fill the 
Icng-felt need for a Palestine Freedom movement” with a non-sectarian 
organization. The new organization differentiates betwen “European 
and Palestinian Jews who have no other desire than to live in Pales- 
tine,’ who are members of the “Hebrew” Nation, and Jews living 
in all other lands, who presumably do not belong to the “Hebrew” 
Nation. To anyone with the slightest acquaintance with the facts, 
this definition can only be described as specious nonsense. It is quite 
evident that an attempt is being made to give a distorted paraphrase 
of Zionism and to use it to form a new competitive organization. 

Through the Balfour Declaration and the Palestine Mandate, the 
Zionist? movement secured international approval of its aim to re- 
establish the Jews as a nation in Palestine. It was never intended or 
suggested that Jews should owe political allegiance to any country 
other than the land of which they are citizens. The relation of an 
American Jew to the Jewish National Home, when it is established, 
will not differ from that of any other American toward the land of 
his ancestral homeland. 

The representative status of the World Zionist Organization, sub- 
sequently enlarged in the Jewish Agency for Palestine to include 
members of non-Zionist groups in many lands, was specifically recog- 
nized in the Palestine Mandate. The Zionist movement has established 
organizations in every part of the world, which are everywhere recog- 
nized as representing local Jewish interests in the development of the 
Jewish Homeland. From the very start, non-Jewish sympathy and 
understanding of the objectives of the movement was regarded as of 
vital importance. In many countries, non-Jewish and pro-Palestine 
committees were established. In the United States, the Zionist move- 
ment has welcomed the organization of the American Palestine Com- 
mittee and the Christian Council on Palestine. The Jewish Agency 
for Palestine is today the recognized spokesman of the Jewish people 
in all matters concerning the future of Palestine, and is so regarded 
by Jews, non-Jews, and the governments. with which it deals. The 
new organization is bound to mislead those concerned with the Jewish 


‘ problem, with regard to the ideals and principles underlying the 
' Zionist movement. 


The founders of the so-called League for a Free Palestine are a 
small group of persons who, within recent years, acting in accordance 
with the opportunistic impulses of the moment and exploiting the 
miseries which have befallen our people abroad, have established one 
paper organization after another, These paper organizations include 
the Friends of a Jewish Palestine, the Committee for a Jewish Army, 
the Emergency Committee to Save the Jewish People of Europe, and 
now, the League for a Free Palestine. None of these organizations or 
committes heave had any official relationship, direct or indirect, with 
any responsible body in American Jewish life. 

Far from advancing the cause of a Jewish Palestine, or the in- 
terests of the Jewish people, the League will be productive of nothing 
but public confusion. It will impair the effectiveness and authority 
of the internationally recognized Jewish Agency for Palestine. It will 
make for disunity and uncertainty at a time when Jewish singleness 
of purpose and coordination of effort are of vital importance.

Near Air Targets; Jailed

STOCKHOLM — The Stockholin 
newspaper Svenska Morgonbladet 
reports that the vice-president of 
the Protestant World Association 
and former Hungarian Minister of 
Justice, Professor William Paul 
Tomesanyi, has been arrested by 
the Nazis and thrown into a con- 
centration camp for  protestin™ 
energetically against the anti-Jew- 
ish policy decreed by the Nazis in 
Hungary and by the puppet Hun- 
garian Government. 

Professor Tomecsanyi was said 
to have objected particularly to 
the Government’s decree ordering 
Jews (9 live in districts threatened 
by air raids, such as districts near 
railway stations and armaments 
factories. According to Svenska 
Morgonbladet, Professor Tomesan- 
yi held the post of Government 
Commissioner for Eastern Hungary 
until the puppet cabinet took over 
when’ he was dismissed immed- 
iately.

Speaks On 


Latest Styles 








HE business man who calls himself Mr. Hillel 

asks to be allowed to conduct this column this 
week. He is the one who twice before has been 
given permission to write this column. He has 
two purposes: (1) To make my onerous job 
lighter, (2) to provide himself with a means of 
self-expression, for Mr. Hillel is one of the many 
of our citizens who feels frustrated among the 
loud speakers in the convocations of Israel. 

Mr. Hillel said he had written a column about 
women’s dresses which seemed a matter entirely 
foreign to this column, and I made plain to say 
so to Mr. Hillel: “Mr. Hillel, we handle only 
Jewish problems in this column.” 

“Precisely why I’m here,” he replied. “I’ve 
written a piece on women’s dresses from the 
Jewish standpoint.” 

Mr. Hillel had indeed found some Jewish 
connotations in the fashions of the hour. I pre- 
sent Mr, Hillel in “Latest Styles”: 

* * * 

There is a matter I have tried to bring up in 
Jewish meetings for a long time but among the 
louder speakers of Israel I’ve never had the 
chance. Now for the first time I can speak on 
the relationship of the female apparel, as worn 
in the United States, to the Jewish problem. 

Lest it be thought that I am wise-cracking, I 
should hasten to say that the matter has vitally 
to do with Jewish public relations and the pattern 
of our self-defense. 

I think the way of our public relations is pretty 
bad, our defense is childish. As a manufacturer 
of women’s dresses I am particularly aware of 
this. 

I hear it anti-Semitically said with a tone of 
accusation that Jews are predominant in the 
manufacture of women’s garments. I have ob- 
served the reaction to this among our Jewish 
leaders. It is as if this were an accusation that 
caught Jews in some kind of moral turpitude. 

Our leaders seem awfully embarrassed when 
the maiter is brought up. They hem and haw 
and grope for explanations. Their defense 
mechanism gets to work. Pamphlets are pro- 
duced to prove that ladies’ dresses are only a 
small item in the national economy, even if Jews 
are in it. 

This, indeed, is our ostrich-like defense in 
every instance in which Jews are “accused” of 
being prominent in a business enterprise. 

Well, yes, I say, so we are prominent in the 
women’s garment industry. I don’t put up any 
defense; I don’t hide behind our timid Jewish 
leaders whose fright might suggest there is 
something shameful in being prominent in a very 
useful industry. 

I am proud of the industry of which I am a 
member, though not a very important one. I 
am as proud of my product as Ford and Chrysler 
are of theirs, Ford and Chrysler can justifiably 
boast of their contribution to the American way 
of life, and so can our industry. 

If I were conducting a Jewish public relations 


program I would make our prominence in certain 
sections of the American economy a matter to 
our credit. I would point to a well-dressed Amer- 


ica in which the working woman is as tastefully 


clothed as her richer sister on the better side of 
the railroad track. I should call this a contribu- 
tion toward the making of self-respect, and 
moreover, it is something toward democracy in 
that the less well-to-do are not classified by their 
apparel. 

This is a condition of American life as credit- 
able to the needle-trades industry as the fact that 
so many Americans own automobiles is credit- 
able to the automotive industry. America dresses 
well and economically because of the skills of an 
industry that has brought decent clothing within 
the range of humble purses. 

By dividing with the consumer the savings of 
economical production the industry has dealt 
honestly. By establishing economies through the 
processes of mass production, it has functioned 
in a way that, in the case of other industries, is 
American. By combining beauty of design with 
economy, it has achieved what, in other indus- 
tries, would be praised as a considerable contri- 
bution to American well-being. 

If they want to call this industry predominant- 
ly Jewish, very well, we accept it to our credit. 

If they find fault in us because many of the 
big department stores are owned by Jews, we 
shall not scurry to the cover of self-defense as 
our frightened leaders would have us do. We are 
not going to apologize because Jews are engaged 
in an efficient and economical method of distri- 
bution. Yes, Jews do own big department stores, 
and so what? If it is Jewish to help toward the 
American purpose of a wide and economical dis- 
tribution of America’s goods, well, then, we 
accept the compliment to our credit, 

If they point to Jewish predominance in the 
motion picture industry, we shall not be afraid. 
Sure, there are Jews prominent in the motion 
picture industry and in the main they have done 
a good job of it, as the public itself has testified 
by a tremendously generous patronage of Ameri- 
can theater. Some great pictures have been made 

and some poor ones, but then it is not the prac- 
tice to require perfection in the human-kind, ex- 
cept, perhaps, in Jews. 

To be sure, big money has been made in the 
movie industry, but since when has the making 
of big money became meretricious in the Ameri- 
can economy? Or does big money become no 
good only when it is made by Jews? Big money 
has been made and big money has been distrib- 
uted, too, among the actors who make the suc- 
cess of pictures, 

Our Jewish leaders have nothing to apologize 
for in an industry that has brought a new art 
and good recreation to American life. Our public 
relations should come out of the cellar where 
they lurk in fear and trembling lest it be found 
out that Jews are doing a fine job in various 
important fields of American life.

JEWISH GUERRILLAS WATCH TRAIN 
FOR DEPORTEES; FREE THEM

GENEVA — Jewish partisans 
in the sub-Carpathian section of 
Hungary, which was formerly a 
part of Czechoslovakia, recently 
attacked a train carrying deported 
Jews from Munkacevo and other 
sub-Carpathian towns to occupied 
Poland and released all the de- 
portees, it is reported here in dis- 
patches from Hungary. 

The liberated Jews are at pres- 
ent hiding in the woods in the 
Carpathian mountains. The Gesta- 
po guards who were escorting the 
train were killed by the partisans, 
the report says. It also reveals 
that a Jewish partisan unit, com- 
posed of hundreds of Jews who 
escaped from Munkacevo, and Uz- 
horod, ‘s now operating in the Car- 
pathian section of Hungary and is 


being supplied with food by the 
local non-Jewish population.

Kill Guards, Free Jews
